3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or suggests a method of laundering 
cotton-containing fabrics in the manner as those recited in particular, wherein the cellulase has a 
ratio of tensile strength loss to antipilling properties of less than 1 and wherein the fabric is 
contacted with an aqueous laundering solution consisting essentially of 0.01 mg/1 to 0.2 mg/1 of 
the cellulase. In addition, none of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or suggests a laundry 
detergent composition consisting essentially of 0.8 ppm to 80 ppm of a cellulase wherein the 
cellulase has a ratio of tensile strength loss to antipilling properties of less than 1.
